RETURNS to the Order of the Honourable House of Commons, 
dated 9 May 1820 y~~for 

A copy of the BONDS or other Sureties, required from or given by Mr. Robert 
Newman, and by other Collectors of Townland or Still Fines, appointed to 
Districts in the counties of Londonderry, Donegal, and Tyrone, when authorized 
by the Board of Excise in Ireland to levy such Fines on Townlands for illegal 
distillation of Spirits, or Crimes connected therewith, as Securities for his or 
their duly accounting for the amount of all Monies produced from those Fines, 
either by the receipt of Cash, of Bills or Notes, or by the sale of Cattle, Grain, 
or other articles, and effects distrained, taken or seized, or by any other means 
to be by him, by them, or by his or their Assistants, levied at his or their 
discretion from the property of any individual of any such Townland in the 
District to which he or they were appointed and so authorized. 



HONOURABLE SIRS, 

T HE Act of the 55th of the late King, chap. 12th, which gave to the chief 
Commissioners of Excise the power of appointing Still Fine Collectors, does not 
require any Security to be entered into by them upon such appointment. 

The first person appointed under that Act, Mr. Robert Newman, did not enter 
into any such security. He was appointed Collector for the Barony of Ennishowen 
in April 1815, and afterwards for the entire of the County of Donegal. Mr. 
Seaver was appointed Collector for the County and City of Londonderry, and Mr. 
Henry Pentland for the County of Tyrone in the month of March 1816. The 
Board, upon further consideration of the subject, made them enter into security. 
Copies in duplicate of their Bonds are herewith laid before the Board.

Bond entered into by said Thomas Seaver, on being appointed Collector 
of Still Fines, in the counties of Antrim and Londonderry. 



KNOW all men by these presents, That we Thomas Seaver, of 
Heath Hall in the County of Armagh, Gentleman ; Sackville 
Hatch Lovett, of Monkstown, County Dublin, esq. and 
Walter Clarke, of Summer Island, County Armagh, esq. are 
holden and firmly bound unto our Sovereign Lord George the 
Third, by the Grace of God of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland King, Defender of the Faith, and so forth, 
in the sum of Eight hundred Pounds sterling, good and lawful 
money of Great Britain, to be paid to our said Sovereign Lord 
the King, his Heirs or Successors, to the which payment well 
and truly to be made, we do bind us and each of us by himself, 
for the whole, our and each of our Heirs Executors and Ad- 
ministrators, jointly and severally, firmly by these presents. 
Sealed with our Seals, and dated the second day of March in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
sixteen. 

WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament passed in the fifty-fifth year of His pre- 
sent Majesty’s Reign, intituled, “ An Act to amend several Acts relating to Fines 
“ in respect of unlawful Distillation in Ireland, to the warehousing of Spirits, and 
“ to the securing the duties of Excise on Spirits distilled, and on Hides and Skins 
“ tanned in Ireland a power is vested in the chief Commissioners of His Ma- 
jesty’s Revenue of Inland Excise and Taxes in Ireland, to- appoint persons for 
collecting and levying such Fines in all or any of the Counties, Counties of Towns 
or Cities in Ireland : And whereas, pursuant to the powers vested in the said Com- 
missioners by the said recited Act, they have appointed, authorized and empowered 
the said Thomas Seaver to be a Collector of such Fines in the Counties of Antrim 
and Londonderry; — • 

NOW, the condition of the foregoing Obligation is such, that if the said Thomas 
Seaver shall well faithfully and diligently execute or cause to be executed all and 
singular the several Warrant and Warrants for levying Fines within the said Coun- 
ties, which shall be given or intrusted to him from time to time to execute, and shall 
well and faithfully account for and pay unto His Majesty, his Heirs or Successors, 
or such officer or person as shall be authorized on behalf of His Majesty, his Heirs 
and Successors, to receive the same, all such sum and sums of Money as shall from 
time to time be collected and levied by him and his assistants under and by virtue of 
such Warrant and Warrants, then the foregoing Obligation to be void, otherwise to be 
and remain in full force and and virtue.

KNOW all men by these presents, That we Henry Pentland, 
gentleman ; William Leslie Murray, of Eastham in the 
County of Meath, esq. and James Wyon, of the City of 
Dublin, merchant, are holden and firmly bound unto our 
Sovereign Lord George the Third, by the Grace of God of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland King, Defender 
of the Faith, and so forth, in the sum of Eight hundred Pounds 
sterling, good and lawful money of Great Britain, to be paid to 
our said Sovereign Lord the King, his Heirs or Successors ; to the 
which payment well and truly to be made, we do bind us and 
each of us by himself, for the whole, our and each of our Heirs 
Executors and Administrators, jointly and severally, firmly 
by these presents. Sealed with our Seals, and dated the fifth 
day of March one thousand eight hundred and sixteen. 

WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament passed in the fifty-fifth year of His present 
Majesty’s reign, intituled, “An Act to amend several Acts relating to Fines in 
“ respect of unlawful Distillation in Ireland, to the wai-ehousing of Spirits, and

Majesty’s Revenue of Inland Excise and Taxes in Ireland, to appoint persons 
for collecting and levying such Fines in all or any of the Counties, Counties of 
Towns or Cities in Ireland: And whereas, pursuant to the powers vested in 
the said Commissioners by the said recited Act, they have appointed, authorized 
and empowered the said Henry Pentland to be a Collector of such Fines in the 
County of Tyrone ; — 

NOW, the condition of the foregoing Obligation is such, that if the said Henry 
Pentland shall well faithfully and diligently execute or cause to be executed all and 
singular the several Warrant and Warrants for levying Fines within the said Counties, 
which shall be given or intrusted to him from time to time to execute, and shall 
well and faithfully account for and pay unto His Majesty, his Heirs or Successors, 
or such officer or person as shall be authorized on behalf of His Majesty, his Heirs 
and Successors, to receive the same, all such sum and sums of Money as shall from 
time to time be collected and levied by him and his assistants under and by virtue 
of such Warrant and Warrants, then the foregoing Obligation to be void, otherwise 
to be and remain in full force and virtue.
